WASHINGTON, May 21. — At 


least 100 members of’ Congress 
carry relatives on the Government 
payroll. 

The House yesterday made pub- 
lic its disbursing records, which 
have been secret even to the mem- 
bers for the last 100 years. 

A check of the latest payroll in 
th- office of South ‘Trimble, Clerk 


of the House, showed that 100 
members carried one or more per- 
sons of the same surname, most of 
them wives, while there were 
daughters, nieces and sons. scat- 
tered through the list. How many 
more of the 435 total carry on 
the payroll relatives with different 
surname was not indicated. 

Speaker ‘Garner, who favored 
giving the payroll! publicity, had his 
wife on the list as she has been 
his active secretary since he came 
to Washington years ago. Until 
May 15, however, his son, Tully 
Garner, who lives in Uvalde, Tex., 
was also on the roll as “resident 
secretary.” Though no longer paid 
by the Government, he will con- 


tinue to functron for his father in 
the home district. 

Some of the paid relatives do not 
live in Washington and charges 
have been made that many do no 
work whatever for the money. 
Others, however, are active work- 
ers like Mrs. Garner. 

More than two years ago the 
members’ secretarial allowance was 
increased from $3800 to $5000 with 
a. stiputation that not more than 
$3800 was to be paid to any one in- 
dividuait. The record showed that 
quite a few permitted relatives to 


receive the increase instead of res-| 


ular secretaries.

LOSER OF $30,000

Although both are committed to 
the opinion that the “subscription” 
plan of betting in force at the track 
is simply gambling under a polite 
name, neither was willing to com- 
ment on an order issued by the 
Supreme Court yesterday which 
gave them free rein to proceed. 

The order was issued after Cast- 
len, Lill and other officials had 
filed application for a writ of pro- 
hibittion. to prevent Circuit Judge 
Mulloy from enforcing his injunc- 
tion against interference with the 
operation of the track. The order, 
telegraphed to Judge Mulloy by 
J. D. Allen, Clerk of the Court, 
follows: 

Iam directed to notify you. to 
take no further action in enforc- 
ing the injunction you ordered 
in Weliston Kennel Club against 
Castien, Prosecuting Attorney, 
and others, until the Supreme 
Court has acted on a petition for 
prohibition against you in this 
case. 

Castien Won’t Comment. 

Castlen told reporters that the 
order “speaks for itself” but de- 
clined to interpret it, or to say 
whether he would institute prose- 
cutions if Sheriff Lili should ar- 
rest employes or officials of the 
track on gambling charges. 


Sheriff Lill said that in the ab-| 


sence of competent legal advice to 
the contrary he would not instruct 
his deputies stationed at the track 
to make arrests tonight. He inti- 
mated that he might specifically 
order arrests, however, if it was de- 
cided this afternoon at a confer- 
ence of counsel in the case that the 
Supreme Court’s order gave the 
Sheriff full protection from Judge 
Mulloy’s injunction. 
Lawyer’s View of Order. 

Meanwhile, there was no doubt 
aroun* the Supreme Court about 
the meaning of the telegraphic or- 
der. Lawyers told reporters that 
the order meant precisely what it 
said, that Judge Mulloy was stop- 
ped from taking action under his 
injunction until he was instructed 
to the contrary, ana that the order 
gave Lill and other officers — full 
protection from Mulloy’s injunc- 
tion. 

Judge Mulloy said he regarded 
the telegram of the Supreme Court 
only as a notification to refrain 
from further action, and declared 
he would not care to predict what 
might be his course should his in- 
junction be violated.

The two votes sought to com- 
plete the bill's tariff schedule 
are on lumber and copper.

. debate it is hoped obstructive tac- 
tics will be dropped for the sake 
of getting the bill passed. But the 
Ditterness engendered is so great 
that ne forecasts are made.

President Hoover Cables Congrat- 
ulations to Aviatrix.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today cabled congrat- 
ulations te Amelia Earhart on her 
trans-Atlantic flight.

“There is a monopoly, stained in 
blood, stolen from the original 
owners, its labor forced to work 
as slaves; their cars and ships 
loaded by siaves. 

“It is small wonder they can 
sell at lower prices than Pennsy!- 
vania producers. Their interest 
rates are zero. They have no capi- 
tal investment because the poor 
devil who owned it is now rotting 
his grave.” 

Borah retorted, “Let’s see about 
this biood-stained monopoly in 
Russia.” 

He read from a recent address 
by Charlies A. Gill, Baltimore.

the Baltimore & Ohio Raitroad, 
that in many of the railway shops 
he saw while in Russia, labor turn- 
over was so high it was necessary 
to offer inducements to keep the 
men from leaving.

“The failure of the Hoover ad- 
ministration is not the failure of a 
person, but of a system.

It is safe to assert, Hillquit said, 
that no Democratic administration 
would be more successful than the 
Republican. 

Economic. stagnation, in a nation 
so rich in resources, is wholly un- 
necessary, the keynoter continued. 
The “much-vaunted captains of in- 
dustry” have “proved themselves as 
incompetent as they are unscrupu- 
lous” and the Socialist party de- 
mands “that they surrender the 
country to the people.” he declared.

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SPRING FLOWER SHOW 
EXUELS IN PEONIES 


Amateur-Grown Bloom Takes 
Special Award for Size — 
Rare Rose Displayed. 


.The fourth annual spring show 
of St. Louis Horticultural Society 
opened yesterday at Shaw’s Garden 
with twice as many amateur-grown 
flowers as last year, a few plants 
rarely seen in amateur shows in 
this climate and the finest exhibi- 
tion of peonies shown here for 
years. 

A fine peony display is rare in 
St. Louis, for Missouri is too far 
south and west for the big peony 
shows. Experts attributed the un- 
usual excellence this year largely 
to the growing use of an ingenious 
method, long practiced in the Kast, 


}for protecting the flowers for ex- 


hibition. 

As the first petals begin to lift, 
a No. 1 paper bag is placed over 
the bud, to be removed about a 
week later, when the flower is 
ready to show. Meantime the 
blossom is safe from insects, beat- 
ing rain or too-ardent sunlight, pre- 
served in perfect symmetry at the 
very zenith of its magnificence. 

Superb as the largest chrysanthe- 
mum and dainty as the tiniest 
woodland flower, peonies from the 
snow-white “Le Cygne” to the pro- 
found red “Cahuzac” provide near- 
ly a fourth of the show’s displays 
and a full half of its loveliness. 


Native Orchid Entered. 

There was hope for the ama- 
teur in one of the finest blooms 
shown.. The special award for the 
largest peony in the show went to 
a 9%-inch blossom, a pink “Jules 
Elie,” grown by G. A. Schaerter 
from a $1 root. The sweepstakcs 
award for the finest peony was 
given to a pink “Martha Bullock” 
exhibited by Bates Goerner. The 
other sweepstakes prize, for the 
best iris in the show, was awarded 


to a lavender and purple “Sir 
Michael” grown by Mrs. L A. 
Stevens. 


A rose display of unusual ex- 
cellence despite the March freeze 
was led off by a “first time in St. 
Louis” showing of a “Gregoire 
Staechelin” climber, a recent im- 
portation from Spain. It is un- 
pressive in size and symmetry and 
resembles, except that it is a darser 
pink, thé “Van Fleet,” long a fa- 
vorite, especially here where laie 
freezes are common. 

Other rarities for St. Louis shows 
were a huge purple rhododendron, 
shown by Mrs. John Overall of 
Kent road, and a yellow native or- 
chid shown by Mrs. Roy Flesh of 
Webster Groves. This “moccasin 
flower” was once a common beauty 
of St. Louis County woods, but the 
vandalism of excursionists has 
made it so rare that few among 
the 1500 visitors yesterday after- 
noon had ever seen one. 


Curtailed by Cold. . 

Although the show was burger’ 
than ever before, the March freeze 
and cool periods since then had 
curteiled some exhibits. Only one 
spike of foxgtove was shown. There 
were few poppies, and one woman, 
whose poppies are locally famous, 
did not even exhibit. But these cur- 
tailments coulaé scarcely be -no- 
ticed without a particular search 
among the large and excellent dis-

You’re not going to catch me, 
nor the boss either, recommeud- 
ing the above plot of a day’s eat- 
ing as the final word on eating to 
keep fit. Neither Marie Dressier 
nor any other human being who 
isn’t a nut and a food faddist is 
going to pick out any one of the 
diet menus listed herein and stick 
to it. There was a fad a few years 
ago for doping out a menw and 
making it do for every day of the 
week. But anybody who will eat 
the same food, day after day, week 
after week, is unnatural and prob- 
ably a chess player. 


| 


1. To get good meat (as anyone 
knows) you select the chop or steak 
that, on the butchers counter, 
shows the most fat. 

2. But, before broiling, you cut 
out said fat with a knife. That’s 
elemental 

3. Yeur oven being red-hot, you 
present the piece of meat to the 
flame in such a way that the fats 
which are burned out drip into a 
receptacie below the meat and sev- 
eral inches away from it: the idea 
being that the meat must not coek 
in its own juices. 

4. Thé quicker the cooking, the 
better. Uniess you have an aver- 
sion to rare meat, eat your chop 
or steak blood-red inside and burnt 
outside. 

5. Do not undo all you have 
done to make the meat digestible 
and nonfattening by proceeding 
now to pour back over it the fats 
which have collected in the catch- 
pan. If you must have a sauce, 
serve it with a smal! lump of fresh 
butter placed on the meat as it goes 
to-table. This element of timing 
is important because, whereas fresh 
melted butter is harmless in small 
quantities, cooked butter is un- 
wholesome and is excluded from al! 
diets. 

6. While we're on the subject of 
meat, let me add a remark intend- 
ed as a loud and raucous snort in
